IS NOW UNDER BRITISH RULE 


Possibility Thit Their Request Will 


Be Granted •• a Matter of Senti- 


ment—Spot Made Famoue by 


"Paul and Virginia." 


Washington.—News from tlie peace 


conference has told nothing of the 
nationalistic movement In the little 
half-forgotten 
island in the Indian 


ocean known as Mauritius. But the 
movement there Is something new In 
the reolrn of International complica- 
tions. The Inhabitants hnve aflted to 
he restored by the British empire to 
France and the French are anxious 
to have tlie.Island hack ibecatise It Is 
the scene of "Paul et Virpinie," pub- 
lished In 1787, by Jacques Henri Ber- 
hardin de Saint-Pierre. The Islanders 
have a new claim In that they say they 
belong to the "domaine sentimental'^ 
of France. 


Mauritius Flnce 1810 has been a Brit- 


ish colony. Before that for a century 
It had been French and known as He 
de France. The name It now bears 
Is In honor of the Dutch Maurice, giv- 
en to It by his falthfu\wbjects In the 
seventeenth century. Iff was, however, 
discovered by the Portuguese. It has 
thus passed through the cycle of col- 
onization and exploitation. And now 
a committee of delegates in Paris has 
addressed a double memorial to Cle- 
tnenceau «nd Lloyd George saying that 
they wish to return to the French fam- 
ily. 


Tribute to Brltich Rule. 


And here again Js a new note. For 


the Mauritians have not drawn up a 
bill of complaints against England nor 
organized a Mauritian Sinn Fein. On 
the contrary, they say that they have 
only gratitude and respect for Great 
Britain for her generous treatment of 
them and their Island. 


Objections to this transfer there 


wonld certainly be. The government 
of a century Is not easily switched. 
And under the English, who under- 
stand better thnn any other nation how 
to govern colonies (since the lesson 
of 1778), the Island has prospered 
Bteadily. The most striking feature of 
the development has been the great 
Influx of East Indians where there 
were formerly only French settlers 
and their black slaves. Now the white 
Inhabitants, descendants mostly of the 
French colonists, number between 70,- 
000 and 80,000, while the Indians are 
four times their number and have got 
Into control of most of the business OT 
the capital, Port-Louis. But the old 
French families, who have gone on 
with their own language, laws and cus- 
tom*, thanks to the kindly British rule, 
•till consider the island as theirs, and 
not the Hindus'. 


All Vary Much in Earned 


At one*, after the signing of the 


armistice, a demonstration was held 
before the French consulate In tnc 
capital, where the chief speakers de- 
manded that the Island be turned back 
to France, and In January of last year 
a banquet waa held in the city hall In 
honor of France, where the chief ob- 
ject of interest, was a statue of the 
Immortal lovers. Paul and Virginia, th,e 
work of the Mauritian sculptor. Pros- 
per d'Epinay. draped in the tricolor 
of France. The guests at the banqn«t 
sang the "Marseillaise." which was 
taken up by the crowds outside. Af- 
ter .the banquet a delegation was 
named to take up the matter of the 
transfer with the Britten and French 
governments, and this commission, 
headed by Dr. Joseph Riviere, hgs 
been active In propaganda at home and 
In France. 


The French writer. Alberic Cnhuet. 


in L'JIInst ration puts the case for the 
French Mauritians as follows: 


'The elite of the population of the 


Island of Mauritius Is made up of the 
descendants of the former French col- 
onists, having piously preserved the 
Integrity of their souls and their na- 
tional culture and who. In spite of all 
the Immigration, have remained the 
exclusive possessors of the soil and 
the agricultural riches. In vain has 
been the Influx of Indigenous races— 
negroes. Hindus. Mongols and Arabs 
—which has swelled the figure of the 
general population. The little primi- 
tive kernel, 70.000 to 80.000 inhabi- 
tants in 375,000. has kept Its p-epon- 
iannc*.-

request «hich to his conscience seem- 
ed to demand of the Contln«ntal con-

American forces, organized those for- 
ees fought or directed those battles and 
In the end saw the colonies trium- 
phant and a nation established on thc 
Tjroad principles^ of liberty and luetlca 
•which was to be the exemplar and the 
Inspiration of all nations of the earth 
In th« jears to follow. Following the 
adoption of th" constitution he ba- 
cttn* the first president of th« United 
Stater He served the country with the 
•ame zeal and distinction, and the

else perhaps is he remembered for 
the Address, full ot lessons from the 
past, of caution for the present, of 
admonitions for the future. 


Of recent jears there has been die- 


position to some extent to belittle the 
words of caution of the address, par- 
ticularly as it relates to entangling 
alliances with foreign nations, which 
i of necessity at that time meant the 
nations overseas, and to assert that 
they referred only to an earlier con- 
dition, and that this condition had 
now been supplanted the world over. 
This may to an extent be true, but 
none the leas, it is not amiss at least 
to remember his words of counsel that 
the "JeolouBy of a free people ought 
to be constantly awake, that the great 
rule of conduct is to extend our com- 
mercial relations but to haie as little 
poytlcal connection with them as pos- 
sible; that xre shall alwa>s take care 
to keep ourselves in a suitable de- 
fensive posture, that we as a natior 
irive an example of a people guided 
by exalted justice and benevolence: 
and that nothing but harm in v, hon- 
esty, industry and frugalit • are neces- 
sary to -make us a great and happv 
mtion."

remove weed seed*, shriveled ker- 
nels and trash. 


3. Treat for snnt and scab. Use 


one pound full-strength formalde- 
hyde in 40 gallons of water.

4. Be sure the seed will grow. 


Fold 100 kernels Into a piece ot wet 
blotting paper. Keep damp for six 
days.

chairman of the American legion, has 
just received from state headquarters 
the honorary certificates for Otsego 
county heroec issued by the French 
government to the nearest of Kin of all 
men in the army and navy who paid 
the supreme sacrifice in service. At 
the national convention of the legion, 
held in Minneapolis, the French high 
commissioner requested that the le- 
gion undertake the personal presenta- 
tion of these certlflcates to the families 
of those who bad-died in service, an'd 
the convention assented. 


The ccitiilcate is of diploma style 


and Is a steel engraving on parchment. 
The lettering, which is in French, pays 
a. fitting tiibute of appreciation on the 
part of France to her American saviors 
and the name of the deceased soldier 
or sailor is written in with ink togeth- 
er with the unit to which he W»§ at- 
tached during the war. 
The -parch- 


ment is indeed a very beautiful piece 
of work and when framed forms a 
lasting memento. 


•The certificates for New York state 


were turned over by the war and navy 
departments, which received thtm 
from Franco, to the state American 
legion headquarters, which now Is dis- 
tributing them by counties. The coun- 
ty chairman then ghes each post in 
his county its quota ot the certificates, 
which then are to be presented to the 
next of Kin at a 
formal memorial 


meeting. 


Although state headquarters has re- 


quested that the certificates bo dis- 
tributed on or as near Washington's 
birthday as possible, Otsego county 
posts with the exception of Coopera- 
tion, will not carry out the ceremony 
until more favorable weather condi- 
tions. Local legion officials feel that

for the first 20 


days of February shows that the total 
snowfall has amounted to 41 inches. 
Of this amount 12 inches fell on the 
6th and a like amount on Sunday last 
—the 15th. 
On Monday 
the total 


depth of snow, on protected places al- 
lowing for the natural settling and 
adding the amount at the beginning 
of the month, was 35 inches. Since 
then four Inches have been added and 
with a reasonable estimated allowance 
for further settling the average depth 
is about 37 Inches. Reduced to rain- 
fall, the total precipitation to this 
time—less than three-fourths of the 
month—Is 3.58 inches.

"The whole truth," he said, "Is that 


the American army has not paid a 
cent for any ground used or for any- 
thing destroyed at the front. 


General Connor sailed on the liner 


Lapland, which was the first ocean 
passenger steamer to clear from Ant- 
werp for America since August, 1914.

Its most cherished historic features 
to meet the demands of modern con- 
ditions. Small strips are to be sliced 
from Boston common, training ground 
for troops In revolutionary days, and 
arcadlng of the tower of the Old South 
Meeting House, where the famous "tea 
party" was hatched, is contemplated. 
Traffic problems, acute In this city of 
narrow "cow-lnne" streets.

The paring of tbo common on two 


sides of its forty-three-acre area has 
been sanctioned only after" the over- 
coming of Ions-standing opposition by 
those who held that no considerations 
Of modern development should disturb 
this revolutionary landmark and pres- 
ent-day breathing space In the city's 
center. Several years ago the yoters 
turned down a proposal to shrink the 
common In order to swell the streets. 
But In the recent city election the 
voters In nil but two wards declared 
In favor of widening tbe streets from 
common Innds. The two wards ^vhIeh 
opposed the plan are In Charlestown, 
seat of another historic shrine. Bunker 
Hill monument.

No Further Invasion. 


Under the plan, which is a compro- 


mise arranged between the street com- 
missioners and the Boston Common 
society, Tremont and Boylston streets, 
which bound the common on two sides, 
will be widened to a maximum of for- 
ty-three feet Instead of fifty to sixty 
feet, as first proposed. This will be ac- 
complished without sacrifice of green- 
sward or trees, as the cuts will be tnado 
from the broad malls.of the common-.

I TO OPERATE AIRSHIP FLEET 


Ambitious Plan* Credited to English 


Company Well Within the Realm 


• 
of Possibility. 


A company ha* been formed In Eng- 


land for the purpose of operating a 
fleet of airships to various part* of the 
world. The syndicate desire* to ac- 
quire ground near Southport, where It 
proposes to erect a tower 120 to 150 
feet high to which airships may be 
moored, nnd an elevator will take the 
passengers up the tower and into the 
gondolas ot the ships. The syndicate 
intends to have a fleet of non-rleid 
nil-ships in commission next spring; 
the smaller will carry 32 passenger* 
and crew nnd the larger 40 passenger* 
and crew. The company also antic- 
ipates 
running some of the larger 


rigid airships now In course of con- 
struction. These will have a carrying 
capacity of 150 passengers and be able 
to travel to any port of the globe. It 
Is proposed to use the smaller non- 
rlgld airships to feed the larger ones 
and meet them at the principal c 
ters.

MUST MELT BELL IN TOWER 


Only Way It Can Be Removed FfMI 


St Louis City Hall I* In 


Bucketful*. 


St. Louis.—The two-ton bell which 


hangs in the towsr of the city hall His 
made the tower unsafe, but the bell 
is so large it would be dangerous to 
try to take it down, so It is to be melt- 
ed right where it Is with acetylene 
blow torches, such as are commonly 
seen In use by workmen, repairing car 
tracks. 


Building 
Commissioner McKelvey 


pronounced the tower unsafe as long 
as the bell remains, because the steel 
supports have become corroded. More- 
over, he said, an attempt to lower the 
bell would be very dangerous, there- 
fore the decision to take it down a 
bucketful at a time. 


The only time in recent years that 


the bell has been rung was the day 
of the armistice celebration. It was 
rung when the building was construct- 
ed in 1904. The bell cost about $2,- 
000. The expense of removing it will 
be about $1,500. It is six feet high 
and four feet In diatreter at the base.

In former times, the home mission 


society, the foreign mission society, 
the church extension society and the 
various philanthropic and eleemosynary 
agencies of any denomination conduct- 
ed their affairs Independently of one 
another. Each surveyed Its own re- 
stricted territory, prepared a budget 
of money and workers for its own 
purposes and made its own appeal to 
Its constituency for support 


This could only mean that these 


agencies were more or less in com- 
petition with one another; that there 
were waste and duplication of work 
and money, and that among them all 
some work was neglected and some 
denominational resources were entire- 
ly overlooked. 
Because ' of their \ 


specialized training, the leaders of 
each agency regarded themselves as 
peculiarly fitted for their tasks, and 
Jealously regarded attempt* at outside 
interference. 


Decide on Experiment. 


After decades of such haphazard 


methods, the leaders of one denomina- 
tion decided on an experiment They 
thought It would be possible for the 
agencies to get together for a com- 
mon study of all the opportunities and 
resources of their brotherhood, to 
make out a unified budget of men and 
money, and to conduct a concerted ap- 
peal for funds. It was made clear 
that each constituent board should 
preserve complete autonomy. 


When the board representatives met 


they found It possible to eliminate a 
great amount of organization ex- 
penses. They ultimately worked out 


budget and plan of campaign that 


was satisfactory to all. This resulted 
In the famous "Men and Millions 
Movement" of the Dlslciples of Christ,, 
which brought In what was then con- 
sidered the staggering sum of $$,- 
300,000 for a five-year program. The 
members of the communion were so 
pleased with this business-like method 
of conducting affairs that'they con- 
tributed even more generously than 
bad been expected. 


The success of this enterprise revo- 


lutionized the 
whole business of 


church financiering. The other great 
denominations immediately adopted 
the plan. The denominational associa- 
tions have come to be known as "for- 
ward movements," and some thirty of 
them are in existence loelay. Each one 
has clarified all the information in re- 
lation to enterprise within the denomi- 
nation, and has reduced the business 
of collecting and spending money to a 
science. 


World-Budget Formed. 


The Interchtirch World Movement Is 


simply a plan to do interdenomlnation- 
ally what the forward movements 
have done within the various com- 
munions. It means that every denomi 
national budget will be made in the 


t light of world needs instead of In the 
j semi-obscurity of Incomplete informa- 
i Uon. It means that contributions to 
one denomination will not be in waste- 
ful competition with contributions to 
another, because all the fellowships 
will have worked out their program 
together. 


The functions of the Interchurch 


World Movement are threefold. First. 
it collects, by mean« of world surveys, 


i all the pertinent facts on which de- 
i nominations! programs may be built. 
Second. It sets KP the practical ma- 
chinery of co-operation. _ Third. It acts 
In an advisory capacity whenever its 
advice is requested. 


The Movement has nothing to do 


with organic church union or matters 
of creed or doctrine. Each constituent 
unit preserves complete autonomy, and 
Is bound only so far as it wishes to be 
bound. 
Financial appeals are mad* 


by each denomination to its own con- 
stituency. Any surplus In undeslgnat- 
sd funds, over and above the actual 
cost of administration, will be prorat- 
ed among the denominations engaged 
to a given financial undertaking.

RABBIT SWIMS AND FIGHTS? 


San Franciteo Park Policeman's Re- 


port Leaves Old Theory Com- 


pletely High and Dry. 


One by one the oUl theories art re- 


vised or upset. There, is a widespread 
tradition, backed by generations of ob- 
servation, that a rabbit can neither 
swim nor fight. But along comes Ser- 
geant McGee of the San Francisco 
park police with a bombshell and when 
the noise and smoke has cleared away 
the germ of a new theory is left, even 
though a hitherto unknown fact has 
not been established. 


According to McGee, quoted by the 


San Francisco Chronicle, 
a plain, 


everyday cottontail has suddenly ap- 
peared on the Island in Stow lake and 
driven" everything else away. Never 
before has a rabbit been seen on the 
island, which is separated from the 
mainland at its nearest point by fifty 
yards of water. , 


"Albert Chacquette, guardian of the 


lake and its waterfowl, was the first 
person to discover the presence of the 
rabbit on the Island," said Sergeant 
McGee in his report. "From the main- 
land shore he saw it In furious combat 
with a big setting brant. The battle 
ended in the bird being driven Into the 
water and 
swimming, with 
load 


squawks of dismay and protest, to the 
mainland. Every breeding roudlufl, 
goose and duck was similarly assailed 
and expelled, Chacquette says, leaving 
the rabbit in undisputed possession of 
the Island. 


"Chacquette," McGee'* report con- 


tinues, "has a theory that the rabbit'* 
new-found pugnacity may be due to its 
browsing too freely on the leaves ot 
the juniper bushea that grow thickly 
on the island. His idea is that the 
leaves fermented in the animal's stom- 
ach, creating gin, which, at anyone 
knows who has tried it, might make a 
rabbit feel brave enough to tickle a 
tiger's nose and give him courage to 
attempt the swimjnlns of ihn Qoldea 
Gate." 


Anyway, the rabbit's on the island 


and nobody has admitted helping him 
to gft there. Also, the waterfowl that 
usually breed there at this time of 
year are gone. There may be no con- 
nection, but there's a mystery in it all 
that nobody seems to be able to ex- 
plain. 


GLASS SCARCE IN FRANCE 


Oiled Paper la Being Pressed into U*a 


a* a Substitute. 


Millions of yards of oiled paper are 


being used in France as a substitute 
for window glass while the glass work* 
in ten departments, wiped out during 
the war, are being rebuilt This ob- 
servation was made by the corres- 
pondent of the Associated Press, who 
is being made acquainted with recon- 
struction work through a trip coo- 
ducted under government auspices. 


Work of reclaiming the 33 per cent 


of the nation's glass works and ceram- 
ic plants which lay In ruins at th* 
end of the war 1$ slow because of the 
difficulty of replacing the vast mass 
of copper tubes and the specially de- 
signed furnaces employed in the in- 
dustry. Nevertheless, the manufac- 
turers are resuming operation, furnace 
by furnace. 


Engineering experts estimate that it 


will be three years before pre-war pro- 
duction can be attained.

They met in 
Indian, John, then one hundred and 
fonr years old, but active as a school- 
boy. 
John told the following story: 


There was a young brave who took 


his squaw from Marquette and came 
to Ford river to trap. He was very 
much In love. He was a good pad- 
dler, but he couldn't keep his eye* ofl 
his squaw. The canoe rushes Itto 
some brush neat shore and cap:, zed. 


The brave escaped, but the squaw 


did not come up. The' young brave 
wouldn't po away. Day after day he 
searched near the spot of the drown- 
ing In vain. All that summer and fall 
he searched. The river never gave up 
the body. 


In despair one day he gave up, and 


on a large cedar tree near the river 
he carved a picture of her as a me- 
morial. It was his last tribute. Then 
he left this region and never returned. 


The Sanders brothers were 
Im- 


pressed with the legend and started 
to hunt for the carving. This was 18 
years ago. Their first search was 
fruitless. But they did not give up. 
Fourteen years later they a»uln took 
up the search. Again thrfy failed to 
locmte the carved image. They began 
to doubt the story of Indian John. 


Two years passed and again the 


Sanders brothers went North to hunt 
and trap. One day while waiting for 
deer near the Ford river they saw 
the cedar tree. And there was the 
carving, weather-beaten but clear.
